At worst, there may be no 
recovery. At best there may be 
| a long and expensive lawsuit. 
Most of the legal problems 
which arise, however, can be 
avoided if you casually glance 
at your policy. Actually, every 
person in the state has the same 
basic fire insurance policy with 
the same conditions, because 
' insurance companies are re­ 
quired by law to use a form of 
policy drawn up by the State 
Insurance Commissioner. 


THIS 
INSURANCE 
policy • 
covers the “ interest*’ of the in­ 
sured in the property. T h i s | 
means that if you are a tenant I 
in common, or a mortgagee, or 
a life tenant, or a contract pur­ 
chaser or seller, you are cov­ 
ered not to the full value of the 
property but only to the extent 
of your interest in the property, 
which may well be limited 
If other people besides your­ 
self have an “ interest” in the 
property, make sure before a 
loss occurs that their 
names 
are on the policy or that an en­ 
dorsement has been added to 
the policy. 
If you are unfortunate and 
suffer a loss, you must obey 
the conditions of the policy be­ 
fore 
the 
insurance 
company 
makes payment. If these condi­ 
tions are not complied with, the 
insurance company is not requir­ 
ed to make payment to you. 
These conditions are 
fairly 
simple requirements and are, 
found in every insurance policy 
in the state. More lawsuits oc­ 
cur because people do not fol- j 
low these conditions than for 
any other reason. 


A FTER A fire occurs, 
you 
must promptly 
notify your in-; 
surance company. When an in­ 
surance adjustor comes from 
your company, you must allow 
him to see the property. You 
must also make an inventory of 
the property for him, showing 


if you can the cost of the prop­ 
erty or its value. 
Within 60 days after the loss 
you must give a sworn state­ 
ment, called a proof of loss, to 
your insurance company, stat­ 
ing to the best of your knowl­ 
edge the cause of the fire and 
the amount of the loss and giv­ 
ing certain other information 
required by the policy. 
Forms for the proof of loss 
will be furnished by your insur­ 
ance agent if you request them. 


THE INSURANCE companies 
have the right to examine you 
under oath about the loss. If 
you and the insurance company 
do not agree about the value 
of your destroyed or damaged 
property, then, under your pol­ 
icy, you can demand an ap­ 
praisal. 
You are entitled to 
nominate an appraiser to rep­ 
resent you. 
If for some reason a dispute 
arises with your insurance com­ 
pany which you cannot settle 
amicably, then you must bring 
a lawsuit against the insurance 
company within 12 months after 
the loss. Otherwise, your claim 
is barred and you will be un­ 
able to recover on your policy. 
You will also be unable to 
recover if you wilfully burn 
your own property or attempt 
to defraud the insurance com­ 
pany in some other way, for 
example, by lying about 
the 
value of your destroyed prop­ 
erty. 
Also, if you allow your prop­ 
erty to become rundown, or 
carry 
explosives 
onto 
your 
property, or allow your prop­ 
erty to become vacant or unoc­ 
cupied for a 60-day period, your 
insurance will be suspended. 


REQUIREM ENTS of an in­ 
surance policy are relatively 
simple and are mainly common 
sense. If you obey the require- 
ents, your recovery will usu­ 
ally be easy.

He claims the 
firm is bound

to negotiate, no other union will 
touch Johnson. The Johnson firm 
is one of the larger in the busi­ 
ness. 
This struggle between firms 
like Johnson’s and unions, be­ 
tween the workers’ quest for 
higher wages and old line bus­ 
inessmen’s 
determination 
to 
preserve their independence, is 
occurring in many industries. 
In this struggle there is no 
black and white; 
responsible 
parties on both sides of the 
fence agree there must be a 
meeting of minds and a cer­ 
tain give and take. 
In the meantime, the battle is 
costing Arlington Heights tax­ 
payers — in one of the skirm­ 
ishes — about $2,500 this year.

Postal Rate Increase 
Needed* Swanson Says 


Proposed 
legislation 
result­ 
ing from a three-year study by 
the state legislature’s Special 
Study Project for Gifted Chil­ 
dren has received the support 
of David E. Bradshaw, Demo­ 
cratic candidate for the Illinois 
State Senate, 3rd District. 


The legislation was proposed 
at a recent Governor’s Confer­ 
ence fyeld at the University of 
Chicago, in 
which 
Bradshaw 
participated. 
The conference reported that 
the schools of Illinois bear a 
responsibility to diversify and 
deepen their educational 
pro­ 
grams to the extent of their re­ 
sources. 


RESPONSIBILITY, according 
to reports made at the confer­ 
ence, 
includes 
expansion 
of 


procedures to develop special 
talents, diversification of the 
school curriculum to meet spe­ 
cial needs of children who dis­ 
play gifted talents or who show 
high leadership potential, and 
intensive staff selection and re­ 
taining programs for teachers, 
counselors and consultants. 
The p r o p o s e d legislation 
would give the local schools re­ 
imbursement for such programs 
at a fixed percentage of the 
state aid going to that school, 
not to exceed two 
per cent,

t u r n without further charge. 
“The added value of these pre­ 
mium services is not reflected 
in costs,” he said. 
Air mail, which receives top 
receipts from mail users should priority service, does not pay 
fall 21 per cent short of meeting adequate postage for value re­ 
obligations, he affirmed. Since 
World War II mail volume has 
increased 79 per cent: and per 
capita mail volume is up from 
257 pieces to 365 pieces annually. 
In every area in which 
it 
could take administrative action 
to improve finances, the depart­ 


ed ved, according to the direc­ 
tor. 
“Magazines are, in effect, ask­ 
ing taxpayers to subsidize their 
race for new subscriptions of­ 
fered at 
g r e a t l y 
reduced 
prices,’’ Swanson charged, not­ 
ing that revenues from second- 


class mail (magazines and news­ 
papers) cover only about 23 per 
cent of 
costs. 
The 
proposed 
$53.4 boost in this class would 
bring the coverage up to about 
40 per cent. 


HE QUOTED the report 
to 
Congress as questioning: 
“Is 
t h e r e any consistency in the 
position of publishers who pro­ 
test a one-cent postage increase 
while they continue to load the 
mails with millions of copies 
each year at 50 per cent off al­ 
ready r e d u c e d subscription 
prices and as much as 70 per 
cent off their cover prices?” 
The increase in 
third-class 
volume since 1928 has been the 
most rapid among 
all 
mail 
classes, according to Swanson’s 
statistics. 
Despite four r a t e 
increases, third-class mail has 
increased from 6 to nearly 18 
billion pieces since 1946. 
“There is no evidence to sug­ 
gest that postal rate increases 
have had any disturbing effect 
on the basic .volume trend of 
diect mail,” he quipped. 
But 
third-class mail pays only 66 
per cent of its costs. The pro­ 
posed boost will bring this up 
to 90 per cent coverage.

The nation is not at this time “fealty serious about 
solving its transportation problems,’* Walter H. Blucher 
of Detroit, nationally known planning consultant, said 
last week.

The new addition, which al­ 
most 
doubles 
the 
classroom 
space at Miner Junior High, 
will provide for particular im­ 
provements in the art, physical 
education, shop and 
science 
programs at the school. 


IN THE science department, 
for instance, students have had 
use of only one 
improvised 
science 
classroom.

An Ordinance 


AMENDING THE TEXT OF THE ZONING ORDINANCE 
OF THE VILLAGE OF ARLINGTON HEIGHTS TO PRO­ 
VIDE FOR THE CREATION OF AN O-R OFFICE AND 
RESEARCH DISTRICT. 
,, 
BE IT ORDAINED BY THE PRESIDENT AND BOARD OF 
TRUSTEES OF THE VILLAGE OF ARLINGTON HEIGHTS: 
Section One: 
The Zoning Ordinance of the Village of Arling­ 
ton Heights, as amended, is hereby further amended by adding 
thereto a Section 12A known as “ 6-R Office and Research Dis­ 
trict.’* 
Said Section 12A to follow the existing Section 12 and 
read as follows: 
“ SECTION 12A O-R OFFICE AND RESEARCH DISTRICT 
SECTION ONE—PURPOSE AND GENERAL CONDITIONS 
L l 
Purpose. The O-R Office and Research District shall be 
restricted to professional and administrative offices and research 
laboratories, developed on a large acreage under unified control 
and arranged in accordance with an approved plan for over all 
development. To maintain a park-like setting for the uses within 
transitional districts, the development shall consist of lurg*1 lots 
with deep yards and ample off-street pal king areas connected 
by private roads or driveways, with said development favorably 
related to prim ary or m ajor thoroughfares to which direct access 
is planned. 
The activities within this district shall create no 
noise perceptible on the district boundary7 lines, and no excessive 
smoke, heat, or traffic shall be permitted. 
1.2 General Conditions. 
1.1-1 An (K l district may be established upon a tract of land 
having at least four acres in area and which is in single-owner­ 
ship or under unified control. A preliminary development plan 
for an O-R district shall be prepared and submitted in compli­ 
ance with the regulations and requirem ents of this Section 
The 
development plan shall consist of at least four acres and 
the 
plan shall be considered a “ planned development’’ and shall be 
subject to the requirem ents of this ordinance for such “planned 
developments.'* 
1.2-2 No building perm it shall be issued for any building which 
does not conform to the approved development plan. 
1.2-3 The location of any O-R District shall be on property 
which has access to m ajor or prim ary thoroughfares or imme­ 
diately adjacent to existing commercial or industrial zoning 
districts. 
. 
1.2-4 Any proposed development for an O-R District, 
the 
location of which will include land within and without the Village 
limits, shall be considered in its entirety and the portion lying 
within the village limits will be considered as part of the entire 
development in consideration of the area, setback, off-street park­ 
ing, location and land coverage requirements. 
1.2-5 The plan for the proposed development must present 
a unified and organized arrangem ent of buildings and service 
facilities which shall have a functional relationship to the topog­ 
raphy of the land and to the other properties comprising the land 
development. 
The development shall be compatible 
with 
the 
property and the uses of property immediately adjacent to the 
proposed development. 
SECTION TWO O-R 
OFFICE AND RESEARCH DISTRICT 
The regulations set forth in this section or set forth elsewhere 
in this Ordinance when referred to in this section are the dis­ 
trict regulations for the O-R Office and Research District. 
2.1 
Permitted Uses. 
The following uses may be permitted 
only for tracts of land having at least four acres in area which 
are in single ownership or under unified control. Said tract shall 
abut a business or industrial district and a designated thorough­ 
fare and no building or land shall be used and no building or 
structure shall be erected, altered, or enlarged which is arranged, 
intended or designed for other than one of the following uses: 
2.1-1 Offices for administrative, executive, professional, re­ 
search or sim ilar organizations having only limited contact with 
the general public. No merchandise shall be displayed or handled 
on tne premises except such as is incidental or accessory to the 
principal use of the premises. 
2.1-2 Accessory uses shall be allowed as are customarily in­ 
cidental to the above principal uses, including laboratories Other 
accessory uses for the safety, comfort and convenience of occu­ 
pants and employees shall be permitted consistent with the ap­ 
proved development plan. 
2.1-3 Only one sign or nameplate shall be permitted. The size 
of the sign shall be determined in the development plan. It shall 
f 
ive the name only of the organization within the tract. 
It shall 
e in general harmony with the architectural design of the prin­ 
cipal structure on the property. 
2.2 Automobile Parking and Loading Facilities. Automobile 
parking and loading facilities shall be provided as perm itted and 
required in Section IO. 
An O-R District will be subject to the 
requirem ents imposed on Business and M anufacturing Districts 
by that Section. 
2.3 Heights Regulations 
2.3-1 
Principal buildings shall not exceed three stories and 
shall not be more than forty-five feet in height. 
2.3-2 Accessory buildings shall not exceed forty-five feet in 
height; and for every foot in excess of 35 feet in height one foot 
shall be added to the depth of the front setback line. 
2.4 Yards. All buildings within the O-R District shall be sub­ 
ject to the following setbacks, side yard and rear yard require­ 
ments. 
2.4-1 Setback. All buildings in this district, except as other­ 
wise provided by ordinance of the Village of Arlington Heights 
establishing setback requirem ents for m ajor and prim ary thor­ 
oughfares, shall have frontage on either a private or public minor 
street or interior, access road having the minimum requirem ents 
of the subdivision regulations of the Village of Arlington Heights. 
All buildings shall be set back a minimum of seventy-five (75) 
feet from a thoroughfare designed as a m ajor street, prim ary 
street, parkway, or secondary street unless otherwise subject 
to greater requirem ents by ordinance of the Village of Arlington 
Heights establishing setbacks for said thoroughfares. 
Buildings 
with frontage on minor streets shall be set back fifty (50) feet 
from the right of way line of public streets or fifty (50^ feet from 
the outside line of any easem ent for private streets. 
2.4-2 Side Yards, Side yards shall be provided that are at 
least fifty (50) feet in width on each side of a principal building 
or accessory building on lots adjacent to residential districts, ana 
at least twenty-five (25) feet in width on each side adjacent to 
a commercial or industrial zone. 
2 4-3 Rear Yards. 
A rear yard shall be provided for each 
principal building that is at least fifty (50) feet in depth, except 
as provided by sub section 2.4-5 below. 
2.4-4 Yard Areas for Accessory Buildings. 
Accessors build­ 
ings shall be built only in the rear yard of a principal building 
and shall be at least 25 feet from the rear and side property lines, 
except as otherwise provided by sub-section 2.4-5 below. When the 
rear or side property lines are also the street property lines and 
arc not the boundaries of residentially zoned districts, the required 
setback shall ne 50 feet 
2.4-5 Yard Areas for Buildings on Sub-lots. 
Any principal 
building located on a sub-lot as set forth in sub-section 2.4-7 be­ 
low, which has no direct frontage on a street or private interior 
access road, shall set back at least fifty (50) feet from any proper­ 
ty line which constitutes the rear property line of any adjoining 
sub-lot. Where a principal building on a sub-lot faces a rear yard 
of an adjoining sub-lot through which access to the principal 
building is provided, such rear vard shall be at least 25 feet in 
depth and any accessory buildings located in such rear vard 
shall be located at least 25 feet from the rear line of the sub-lot 
Side yards for buildings on Sub-lots shall be the same as required 
in sub-section 2 4-2 above. 
2.4-6 Lot Area. 
2.4-6.1 
Principal Building Site Lots. Each principal building 
shall be situated on a lot with a net area of at least two acres. 
The net area of any lot shall be the area bounded by the lot lines, 
the right-of-way line of any street adjoining the lot, and the cen­ 
ter line of the right-of-way line of any private access road ad­ 
joining the lot. Except as otherwise provided by sub-section 2,4-7 
below', each principal building site lot shall have a minimum front­ 
age of 150 feet on a designated trafficway or trafficways or 150 
feet frontage on a private interior access road when principal 
building sites are to be served by such interior roads as proposed 
in a development plan. 
2 4-7 Suh-I^ts on Principal Building Sites. Any lot of a prin­ 
cipal building site which is platted on the preliminary plan with 
a net area of four or more acres, may be fu rth e r'subdivided 
in the final plan into not more than two sub-lots, each of which 
shall have an area of at least two acres, m easured to the center 
line of private access road rights-of-way, and to the right-of-wav 
line of public streets, and, each may be used for a principal build 
ing and its accessory building. 
Any building site lot so divided 
into sub-lots shall have direct access to a trafficway or private 
interior access road as required by sub-section 2.4-6.1 above. 
However, any sub-lot within the principal building site lot mav 
have access by means of a private easement drive through the 
adjoining sub-lot, to be made of record as set forth in sub-section 
2.4-8 below7 under the provisions for interior access roads. 
2 4-8 Interior Access Roads. 
2.4-8.1 
When the approved plan includes private roads to 
serve as access to building site lots in the interior of the district, 
such private roads shall be established by easem ents 
to be 
made of record. 
Where serving less than six (6) interior build­ 
ing site lots within the district, such private access road shall 
provide a pavement width of not less than twenty-four (24) feet, 
and where servicing six (6) or more interior building site lots 
within the district, shall provide a pavement width of not less 
than thirty (30) feet. 
In addition to the above minimum pave­ 
ment widths, such private roads shall provide easem ent for an 
additional ten (IO) feet of right-of-way on the side of the pave­ 
m ent toward any interior building site lot served by a private 
road. 
Any such private road shall provide access from only a 
Major Thoroughfare or trafficway bordering the district into 
the interior of the district. Where drives are not continuous, the 
minimum diam eter of cuis-de-sac shall be seventy (70) feet. 
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2.4-8.2 Any building site lot which is divided into sub-lots, as 
set forth in sub-section 2.4-7 above, under height, yard and area 
regulations, shall provide when necessary, within the interior of 
the building lot area, a private easem ent driveway, to be made 
of record, and with a pavement w idth of not less than twenty < 20) 
feet, to serve as access to any sub-lot. 
Such private easem ent 
driveway shall provide access to any sub-lot from only a m ajor 
thoroughfare or trafficway bordering the district or from a pri­ 
vate access road within the interior of the district. 
2.4-9 Parking and Loading Regulations. 
Off-street parking 
shall be provided on the basis of at least pne parking space for 
each two employees. 
Such off-street parking shall only be pro­ 
vided in a side and rear yard and the parking areas shall not 
extend closer than six (6) feet to the side or rear property lines, 
except in a situation where the side or rear line is also a street 
property line. 
In this case there shall be a setback from such 
street property line of at least twenty-five (25) feet. 
Parking compounds may be provided to serve more than one 
principal building, if they are located within the O and R Dis­ 
trict and within six hundred (600) feet of the principal building 
or buildings they serve. 
All such parking compounds shall meet 
the required setbacks enum erated aDove. 
The parking areas shall be hard-surtaced and surrounded on 
all sides where visible from a residential district, with a fence, 
wall or hedge at least three (3) feet in height and shall be well 
maintained. 
All lights in said parking areas shall be so situated 
as to reflect light away from residential property. 
Loading space shall be provided in the side or rear yards 
only.

Sub-section 4.6 of said Section 4 is hereby amended oy add­ 
ing to the enumeration of zoning districts therein contained the 
following sentence to follow the description of the B-3 District: 
“ Office and Research District . ........... ..............................4 acres. 
SECTION THREE: 
Section 3.2-109 of the Comprehensive 
Zoning Ordinance of the Village of Arlington Heights is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 
3.2-109 Planned Development. 
A tract of land which is 
developed as a unit under single ownership or control, which 
includes two or more principal buildings, and which is at least 
2 acres in area, except manufacturing 
planned 
developments 
which shall be at least ten acres in area, and Office and Research 
Planned Developments which shall be at least 4 acres in area. 
SECTION FOUR: This Ordinance shall be in full force and 
effect from and after its passage, approval, and publication as 
provided by law.

At League Convention 


Mrs. Louis Nye, 503 S. Water­ 
man, Arlington Heights, presi­ 
dent of the Arlington Heights 
League of Women Voters, re­ 
cently returned from the na­ 
tional convention of the League, 
which was held this year in 
Minnesota. 
Mrs. Nye reports that the fol­ 
lowing two-year program was 
adopted: 
I) Continued support of the 
United Nations and an evalua­ 
tion of means to strengthen it 
under present-day conditions. 
2 Continued support of U. S. 
policies to promote world eco­

A THIRD main agenda sub-1 
ject was proposed, but league i 
delegates 
were 
finwilling' to 
adopt too many major study 
and action projects and turned 
down the proposal, Mrs. Nye 
said. 
This subject concerned a far- 
ranging probe of the huge cost1 judgment, and greatest possible

How to Plan Color

to minimize these features, you 
can paint them the same color 
as the rest of the room. 


FROM THE COLORS picked 
by steps one and two, decide on 
a dominant color. 
With this 
color in mind, plan a tentative 
color scheme with respect to 
hues, lightness and darkness. 
It’s preferable to have three 
levels of color value in one 
room. U n i n t e r e sting color 
schemes usually have insuffi­ 
cient contrasts. 
Sketch or mentally plan the 
places where the colors will be 
located. 
It is usually best to 
have the darkest value on the 
floor, medium values on walls 
and large upholstered pieces, 


and a pale ceiling. 


CHOOSE THE specific colors 
for the room in this order: (I) 
carpet, (2) walls, (3) draperies 
and (4) principal pieces of fur­ 
niture. 
Finally, plan the fore­ 
ground colors for accents and 
contrasts. These are the colors 
to be found in small chairs, pic­ 
tures and accessories. 
Kauffman

4 cups water 
2 teaspoons fennel seed (or caraw ay) crushed 
3 4 large cake yeast or 1*6 packages dry yeast 


*4 cup warm water

4 tablespoons dark Karo syrup 
I tablespoon salt 
1 level cup light brown sugar

Heat water and let come to a boil; add fennel seed and 
let steep about 15 minutes.

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These Lonely Booms

4 revolution in aging is taking place. Our entire 


thinking on the subject of aging and the aged must 
be as dramatic and forward-looking as the revolu­ 


tion itself. We dare not cling to the old perspective 


of neglect and injustice ... 


(Last in a Series) 


im txrompanled by photographer Larry Cameron, I spent 18 weeks criss-cross­ 
ing the state looking for the aged. I visited 20 communities and talked to more 
than 50 experts on the aged; I traveled 2,000 miles into desolate mining hamlets, 
deserted farming communities, industrial river towns, the big cities and the sub­ 
urbs of Illinois. 


And I found them, armies of them . . . old pioneers still living in cabins with 
tin-types on the walls . . . quiet hotel dwellers getting hungrier as the rents go up 
. . . the aged and ailing in nursing homes, in hospitals, in homes for the poor, in 
mental institutions. I found them isolated and forgotten in slum rooming houses 
and ramshackle dwellings. 
I learned that our senior citizens are being literally starved into a corner 
of despair through neglect and injustice. Mired in poverty, the aged suffer from 
poor health, poor housing, low income. 
Typical of thousands was the 83-year-old spinster who sat quietly in her slum 
cottage. Weak, worn hands lay useless in her lap. Eyes downcast, she confessed; 
“ I think it’s terrible to get old.*’ 
Or the 67-year-old jobless workman who noted bitterly: “ I guess when you 
get to my age everybody expects you to go on charity to scratch out a living.” 
Or the 70-year-old widow who lives with a married daughter and feels that 
she is a burden on her son-in-law. “ But where can I go? What can I do? What is 
my place?” 
These are the aged of Illinois . . . a million of them and many more to come. 
Most of them face almost hopeless problems: 
—Poverty has magnified the problems of age. One-fifth of the elderly have no 
income whatsoever. More than 60 per cent of the aged have less than $1,000 a 
year income. For a half million Illinois citizens drawing Social Security, the aver­ 
age monthly benefit is $78; for 68,491 old age relief recipients, the 
average bene­ 
fit is $36 a month, plus $30 for medical expenses. 
—Prejudice against hiring older workers has created human waste and neg­ 
lect; capable older people, once out of work, just do not get another job. More 
than 300,000 men and women over 65 are unemployed in metropolitan Chicago 
alone. 
—Throughout the state, the million aged are harassed and bewildered by 
lack of income, poverty, despair, sub-standard housing, unemployment, the con­ 
stant fear of chronic illness and the burden of costly medical care. Above all, the 
aged of Illinois are lonely; they dread the coming, empty vears of boredom and 
idleness. 
The enormity of these problems has been detailed in recent weeks; only the 
question ■— what are we doing about it? — remains unanswered. 
As grim as old age is in Illinois, the state is regarded as one of the most 
progressive in the nation in terms of services for the aging. 
Much of the credit for this initial progress must go to the Illinois Public Aid 
Commission, whose section on services for aging is the only state agency con­ 
cerned with the over-all needs and problems of old people. 


Explained Mrs. Elizabeth Breckenridge, supervisor of the section and assist­ 
ant to the secretary of the Illinois Advisory Council on Improvement of Econom­ 
ic and Social Status of Older People: 
“ The aged have been neglected because we have not recognized the depth 
or multitude of their problems. The place of the older person in our society must 
be reestablished through the conscious effort of the community. The meaning of 
life for anyone cannot long be built on artificial roles artificially assigned. The 
older person must see purpose in his life.” 
As the state’s most knowledgeable authority on the general problems of the 
aged, Mrs. Breckenridge has been striving since 1947 to implement this philoso­ 
phy and to develop an awareness of the problems confronting our older popula­ 
tion. 
With the support and encouragement of Peter Cahill, IPAC executive secre­ 
tary, she has — despite limited budget and personnel — been able to show prog­ 
ress. 
Industries and labor unions have started to develop education for retirement 
programs. Formation of local, self-supporting programs and community councils, 
such as the Mayor’s Commission for Senior Citizens in Chicago, has been stim­ 
ulated. Advice and counsel to scores of public and private groups have been given 
on housing, services, and programs for the elderly.. 
Through its information, consultation, and referral services, the IPAC section 
is processing thousands of inquiries every year, either answering or finding the 
answer to all types of questions on aging. 
Under Mrs. Breckenridge^ leadership, the section has done a pioneering job 
in development of two experimental demonstration projects which have thus far 
helped more than 10,000 older people. The Geriatric Rehabilitation Program, ini­ 
tiated in 1955, and the Rehabilitation Education Service, started in 1957, are now 
both part of the regular operation of the Illinois Public Aid Commission. They 
have shown the rehabilitation potential of older people. 
Now under consideration is a new project which has the approval of the State 
Medical Society. The proposed Psychiatric Extension Program would determine 
major health needs in institutions for the aged and develop practical therapy 
techniques. If approved, it would restore increasing numbers of elderly to an in­ 
dependent status and relieve the growing patient load on public and private in­ 
stitutions. 
Other state agencies concerned with the aged include the Department of Pub­ 
lic Health, which enforces standards of care in institutions for the aged; the De­ 
partment of Labor, charged with responsibility for re-training and finding jobs 
for older workers; the Department of Mental Health, which devotes special atten­ 
tion to geriatric research at two of the state’s 13 mental hospitals; the Department 
of Education and Registration, now exploring a program of adult education for 
older people. 
As hopeful as these preliminary steps forward may be, I found that they are 
mere beginnings. To seriously tackle the problems of the aged and aging will re­ 
quire a concerted state-wide effort, including: 


Jane* B u rgo o s director, W innetka Senior Citizens Center* 
*‘A big problem with aged people is loneliness. They are so 
eager for companionship, someone to talk to. W e must help 
them to find their niche of usefulness. ’ 


—Abolishment of fixed retirement ages. 
—Provision of transportation old people can afford. 
—Low rental housing. 
—Visiting nurse services, home care programs, home helps. 
—Revision of the public assistance programs, particularly at the township 
level, and including review of the residence requirements 
—Improved vocational rehabilitation, part-time employment, and expansion 
of the State Employment Service’s programs for older workers. 
—Some kind of health insurance for the aged. 
-More activity programs, such as Golden Age Clubs and day centers. 
—More local coordinated planning, information, and referral services with 
state consultants on a regional basis to assist local communities. 
—Revision in commitment procedures for state mental hospitals with better 
pre-commitment diagnosis and consultations by social workers. 
—Adequate budget and personnel at both state and local levels to implement 
proper programming for the growing aged population. 
The challenge facing Illinois was best summarized by a Perry County dele­ 
gate to the 1960 conference on aging. 
“ We know how to treat diseases but we will never be able to treat the illness 
of loneliness, rejection, or the absence of useful things to do. Every human being 
needs something to live for. He needs to be useful and to have his contributions 
appreciated; he needs a helping hand and not a hand-out; he needs encourage­ 
ment and a will to live like any other. Although medical science has helped bring 
longer life, something must surely be done to make these added years a blessing 
rather than a reprieve.”

Overloaded 


The 
M ay W e See It 
Hospital Expansion 
Becomes Imperative 


The pace at which Northwest Com­ 
munity Hospital will be expanded can 
be traced back, in part, to the rate at 
which hospital contributors honor their 
pledges. 


Fund drive pledges, which have been 
slowly filtering in, are being used to re­ 
tire the hospital’s debt of $500,000 in­ 
curred for opening .day expenses of sup­ 
plies, medicines and equipment. 
The hospital’s mortgage is being 
paid off by operating revenues. 


Now, plans are tx big formulated 
to expand the hospital to approxi­ 
mately double its existing size of HO 
beds. This is not an example of short­ 
sightedness 
or 
slipshod 
planning. 
When the hospital, whose extreme 
need. made its construction in 1958- 
59 imperative, was first conceived, it 
was w ith the view of eventually creat­ 
ing a 300-bed hospital. 


So the announced expansion plans 
are only an expression of the orderly 
growth of the facility w hich is envision­ 
ed to reach its ultimate size by means 
of a three-stage building program. 


While it is still too early to do much 
more than estimate, officials feel that 
stage two of development will cost ap­ 
proximately $2L» million. Not only will 
the number of beds be increased, but X- 


ray, laboratory, emergency room and 
surgery room facilities will also have to 
be expanded to meet glowing needs. 


These needs are outdistancing avail­ 
able resources. For instance, Northwest 
Community Hospital is now performing 
surgery equivalent to that undertaken 
by the average 200-bed hospital. 


Since construction costs rise on an 
average of five per cent a year, it 
would be in the interests of protecting 
a sizable community investment if 
contributors pay their pledges as soon 
as feasibly possible so that the expan­ 
sion program can be launched on a 
debt-free basis. 


Methods of financing the expansion 
are still being studied, but there will no 
doubt be some federal aid forthcoming 
for the project, as well as other sources 
of support. 


The hospital, located at 800 W. 
Central 
Road, 
Arlington 
Heights, 
serves a substantial area of northwest 
Cook County. The facility was built 
through the countless efforts of citi­ 
zens representing every community 
throughout the northwest suburbs. 


It is their support which is most im­ 
portant to the future expansion and suc­ 
cess of the hospital their contributions 
of time, talent and energies constructed. 


Why ‘Yes’ Vote Is Needed 


The resident of Rolling Meadows 
might wonder if it is any concern of his 
whether a bond issue to build a new 
high school at the intersection of Rt. 83 
and Hintz Road passes. 


The success of the bond issue, how­ 
ever, is of direct concern to him. Un­ 
less voters of High School District 214 
approve $4,900,000 at the polls this Sat­ 
urday to construct the new facility, a 
serious overcrowding of present class­ 
rooms could result. An independent 
study shows an increase of 3,100 stu­ 
dents expected in five years, from a 
present enrollment of 6,500 to 9,600. 


So the Rolling Meadows resident 
has a direct interest in the passage of 
the bond issue. He has a selfish inter­ 
est. His property value rises in pro­ 
portion to an adequate school system. 
A school district that suffers from 
overcrowding dots not attract home 
Imyers. It is also shunned by compe­ 
tent teachers, so that the net result is 
that property values slide along with 
the excellence of educational instruc­ 
tion. 


Large portions of the tax dollar are 
assigned to education. But to turn down 
a fourth high school for the northwest 
suburban area at this time would be to 
destroy, in effect, the sizable investment 
taxpayers have already made in the ed­ 
ucation of their children. 


The bond issue proposal for the high 
school which would serve the Wheeling- 
Buff alo Grove-Prospect Heights area is 
an economical one. The cost of $4,900,- 
000 would provide for 2,500 students 
and be ready for occupancy in 1964, if 
there is a favorable vote and ground 
can be broken this summer. 


The Niles School District built a high 
school at the same price back in 1958 — 
when construction costs were consider­ 
ably cheaper — to accommodate 2,000 
students. Willowbrook High School has' 
the same student capacity as the propos­ 
ed new school, but cost $7,900,000 to 
erect back in 1959. The Maine School 
District is planning another high school 
for a 1964 opening whose capacity 


would be for 2,400 students, but whose 
cost stands at $6,800,000. 


Const m et ion costs for District 
2 Ilf's school figure out to $13 per 
square foot, $3 lower than the na­ 
tional average. While this school will 
cost more than the District’s Forest 
View High School which will open in 
the fall, it still reflects an audit of ev­ 
ery penny to be spent. 


A citizens committee which has 
studied the proposal calculates that due 
to the increase in assessed valuation in 
the district, the individual cost to the 
taxpayer will actually be less for this 
particular issue. Where the Forest View 
High School cost the individual taxpay­ 
er with a $25,000 home about $11 an­ 
nually, the committee figures this fourth 
school will add some $5 to his tax bill. 


In fact, the rise in assessed valuation 
has even led officials to place on a sep­ 
arate ballot a proposition for providing 
two swimming pools, one at the new 
high school and the other at Forest 
View High, at a cost of $700,000. This 
seems to be a rather incongruous move 
on the school board’s part, for while 
they are stressing economy in the high 
school bond issue, they are linking it 
with a request for two swimming pools. 


The swimming pool proposition 
has wisely been placed on separate 
ballot, for needed bond issues often 
fail when they are tied to more ex­ 
travagant financial requests. The ar­ 
gument used in advancing the propos­ 
al is thai it should be up to the people 
to decide whether or not they wish 
to have swimming pools in their high 
schools. The pools would also be made 
atonable for use by the communities 
evenings and during summer months. 


This is a matter they can decide Sat­ 
urday. We personally don’t see how the 
pools’ approval or rejection will vitally 
affect th^ education of youngsters at­ 
tending High School District 214. But 
passage or rejection of the $4,900,000 
bond issue for construction of a fourth 
high school certainly will. We recom­ 
mend its approval.

We think the economy of 
this country can be best serv­ 
ed by a strong business stabil­ 
ity and without the coercion of 
the government. 
We favor a minimum wage 
law, but it must be recognized 
that its operation 
threatens 
employment of men and wom­ 
en who cannot compete phy­ 
sically with the productivity of 
younger persons. 


IT IS TOO bad when mem­ 
bers of the legislature fall to 
pressure groups, but we re­ 
cently read a magazine state­ 
ment by an authorized lobby­ 
ist that m em bers of legisla­ 
tures do not have the time to 
thoroughly d i g e s t all the 
measures 
before 
them 
and 
depend 
upon 
lobby ists doing 


much of the work for them. 
When the average voter rec­ 
ognizes his responsibility for 
good government and tells his 
legislator 
how 
he feels 
on 
legislation, the influence of the 
lobbyist will mean less and less. 
We agree with 
our 
local 
editor that some of our state 
departm ent 
needs 
cleaning 
up. 
We 
are 
unwilling 
to 
throw out all 
our 
statesmen 
or charge that they are mak­ 
ing deals with reaction a r y 
governments. 
President 
Roosevelt 
a n d 
others made a kit of mistakes 
at Yalta. 
We think Kennedy is m ak­ 
ing a%lot of mistakes that we 
attribute to some of the ad­ 
visors with whom he has sur­ 
rounded himself. We t h i n k 
much of it is ill-advised. If 
so, it is to be regretted that 
Kennedy is the “fall guy” for 
some of the advice he is re­ 
ceiving. 


WE DO NOT think that big 
business or our politicians are 
using the “green stuff” in or­ 
der to stay in power.

‘A M p h Wind in Jamaica ’ 
A Shocker in Content

Some weeks ago I received 
Richard Hughes’ “ Fox in the 
Attic.” Inside 
its dust jacket 
was the note 
that 
in 
1928 
he had written 
“ A High Wind 
in Jam aica.” 
Moved by his 
style I put it 
on my list of 
books to read 
w a r t y 
sometime. Now Signet Clas­ 
sics has made this a simple 
m atter by putting the early 
Hughes book out in p ap er­ 
back. 


It is a brief novel, though 
one is likely to spend con­ 
siderable time over it so as 
not to miss a line. Again, it 
was a moving experience sty­ 
listically — but even more, 
it is quite a shocker in con­ 
tent. 


HUGHES HAS some private 
theories concerning the world 
of children which are, to say 


the least, disturbing. The plot 
is simple: a group of English 
children from Jam aica are 
sent by their parents to school 
in England Their ship is tak­ 
en over by pirates. The chil­ 
dren do not at first recognize 
the pirates for what they are; 
they 
think 
the 
transfer of 
ships was planned. 
As the trip proceeds, it turns 
out that the pirates are for 
the most part an incompe­ 
tent, humane, relatively mild 
and innocent group. It is the 
children who are twisted, per­ 
verted, cruel in their sense 
of values. 


BEFORE THE children are 
safely to school in England, 
numbers of nightm ares have 
occurred — most of them are 
covered up on silence and 
placidity by the children. One 
brother falls to his death: 
none of the children mentions 
this — they act as if he never 
existed. 
A girl is “ coerced” by the 
pirate captain. 
Another little 
girl slashes to death, without 


provocation, an innocent hos­ 
tage aboard the vessel. When 
the pirates are in custody at 
last, they appear to be the in­ 
nocents, while the “ guilty” 
children are off at school. 
Observing one of them at 
play the book ends, “ Listen­ 
ing to the ceaseless, artless 
babble of chatter rising, per­ 
haps God could have picked 
out from among them which 
was Emily: but I am sure that 
I could not.” 
A typical conversation of 
innocence (the book was ti­ 
tled The Innocent Voyage, in 
America) after the children 
are 
captured 
and 
as 
they 
spent their first night on the 
pirate ship: 


LAURA: I haven’t said my 
prayers. 
Emily: Well, say them ly­ 
ing down. 
Rachel: She m ustn’t, that’s 
lazy. 
J olm: Shut up Rachel, she 
must. 
Rachel: It’s wicked. You go 
to sleep in the middle, then. 


People who go to sleep in the 
middle ought to be damned, 
they 
ought. 
Oughtn’t they? 
(Silence.) 
Oughtn’t 
T h e y ? 
(Still silence.) Emily, I say, 
oughtn’t they? 
John: No! 
Rachel (dream ily): 
I think 
there’s lots more people ought 
to be damned than are. 
(Silence again.) 


That’s about the mood of 
this eerie, nervous, twisted, 
topsy - turvy, trans-valuing 
book. Inconsequential? 
Only 
a novel? I wonder. Has any­ 
one, any parent, any 
psy­ 
chologist, probed as well as 
the novelists into the ‘inno­ 
cence’ of children to the com­ 
plex world they all inhabit. 
Do they 
inhabit 
it? 
A n y 
doubts? Rem ember, observe. 
Then, for an interesting ex­ 
perience, 
read 
this 
classic 
novel in a new time. W h o 
wins9 The pirates, the chil­ 
dren? The adults, the young? 
The g u i l t y , the innocent? 
Richard Hughes lets you play 
the game.

THIS IS because you can’t

now.” 
We are so often called upon 
by the “sob sisters” of the gov­ 
ernment aud the public media 
to commiserate 
with 
persons 
who have lived without regard 
to the inevitable risks and costs 
of living and to indemnify those 
persons when the inevitabilities 
become actualities. 
I 
submit, 
however, that this call must go 
unheeded. 
On the same theory that so­ 
ciety is now asked to indemnify 
those who have not assumed 
the responsibility of preparing 
for their old age, society could 
be called upon to indemnify any 
other form of thoughtless or ir­ 
responsible conduct. There must 
be some place short of heaven 
or hell where a man must ac­ 
count for the consequences of 
his own conduct. 


TO LEAVE the care of the 
needy aged to private charity is 
not inhuman. To accept charity 
freely given when one has done 
his best and failed does not de­ 
base 
the 
recipient. 
But 
the 
whole concept of charity and 
the character of those who re­ 
ceive it is debased when con- 


vision, then all individuals are 
dependents of the state. As it is 
true that no man can be free 
and dependent 
at 
the 
same 
time, so it is true that depend­ 
ency on the state for our secu­ 
rity enslaves us to the state. 
Throughout history the s e e d 
which has brought forth tyranny 
and demagoguery and ultimate­ 
ly slavery, has been economic 
dependency. 


MAKE NO mistake, the costs 
of caring for the needy aged 
are the same whether paid for 
by the state or by individuals 
through private charity. But the

WHEN SUE Cook and 
Jack 
Staley entered into the waltz- 
tempo of Kern’s love 
s o n g , 
“You Are Love” became a vo­ 
cal triumph. It was at this point 
that a real dram atic empathy 
was created between the audi­ 
ence and the characters. Inci­ 
dentally, this was the f i n e s t 
moment for the orchestra. 
And while we’re on the sub­ 
ject, Director Remo J. Chiorg- 
no, who by now must be nurs­ 
ing a few up-and-down-tempo 
ulcers, m ust take a deserved 
bow for keeping “Showboat” on 
an even keel during the many 
storm y key-change, r e t a r d - 
scattered passages which con­ 
front the singing cast. His mu­ 
sical - direction 
shortcomings 
(too slow an intro to “ Make 
Believe” and some additional 
slow moments getting into “Old 
Man River” ) were buried

groes could have been subdued 
quite a bit for more realism in

I LOVE ART the way I love 
children. All children are not 
always perfect at all times. The 
best of them have their faults. 
They could do with a spanking 
now and again but usually they 
need a word of encouragement 
even more. 
This is true of painters and 
paintings. One is not born a 
good painter. If enough time is 
given to a painter, he may be­ 
come very good. In any case, 
he will become better than he 
was. He cannot go on forever 
painting away by himself. 
He 
needs to have his paintings 
seen, criticized, and praised, or 
he can’t change and improve. 
He will simply quit painting. 
This happened for years to 
American painters and is one 
of the reasons America did not 
produce more artists. 
The 
American 
public 
for 
years believed art was a fine 
thing and that someday they 
would go to an art gallery and 
look at it. If they ever did go, 
they were treated badly. They 
were given no understanding of 
what the artist was doing or 
trying to do. They could like it 
or lump it. Generally t h e y 
lumped it. 


IN THE PAST few years art 
has been brought to the public. 
They can see paintings of all 
types in their shopping centers. 
They can see some paintings 
they 
like 
and 
some 
they 
wouldn’t have on a bet. 
I have honestly known many 
people who had no interest in

Look Out For Poison Ivy Plant 


Even with such weed killers 
as amitrole, “brush killer” and 
animate to control it, poison ivy 
is still plentiful in Illinois. But 
residents who learn to identify 
the plant and stay away from 
it can avoid discomfort, this 
summer.

POISON IVY has compound 
leaves—each leaf having three 
leaflets. 
The 
edges 
of the 
leaves—even 
on 
the 
same 
plant—may vary from smooth, 
toothed or lobed. But they are 
always in groups of three. 
Small greenish-white flowers 
appear in the area where stem 
and leaves 
j o i n . 
Often these 
flowers 
develop 
into 
white, 
waxy berries about % inch in 
diameter. 
Poison ivy spreads from seed 
or by creeping stems and roots. 
Stems of the plant are usually 
small, but they may grow to 
five inches in diameter. 
Such plants as Virginia creep­ 


er are sometimes mistaken for 
poison ivy. But Virtinia creeper 
has five leaflets coming from 
one point and blue berries that 
distinguish it from poison ivy. 
Although the shape of poison 
ivy leaflets varies, there 
are 
always three to a leaf. 


THE POISON is found in the 
sap of roots, stems, leaves and 
berries. Although people vary in 
degrees of immunity, few are 
completely immune. Sometimes 
persons who consider themsel­ 
ves immune become susceptible 
after sufficient exposure. 
The 
poison may be carried on tools, 
clothes or pets—and even in 
smoke from burning poison ivy. 
So recognize poison ivy, stay 
away from it—or, better yet, 
control it with amitrol, 
2,4-D 
and 2,4,5-T type “brush killer" 
or ammate.

Boys and girls interested in becoming 4-H members will | 
have to apply to our office before June L Members may be from 
rural or city homes. There are almost 50 projects of interest to 
all young people. Young people must be from IO to 21 years of 
age to be eligible. 
Some of the activities during this summer will include the 
4-H Fair, Camping at Shaw-Wau-Nau-See and 4-H State Club 
Week at the University of Illinois. 
Spring and fall merged together to create problems for 
local farmers this year. Farmers have planted oats, started 
plowing, planted early vegetables and at the same time har­ 
vested much of last year’s soybean and corn crop. Now corn 
planting is under way. The busy spring schedule forces fast 
decisions. The cora that was harvested this spring is of fair 
quality showing less damage than might have been expect­ 
ed. On the other hand, farmers report the soybeans did 
not stand the winter weather as well as the cora. 
With the planting rush that will continue for the next few 
weeks, farmers need to make final decisions. Varieties of seed 
’ must be selected soon if they have not already been chosen. 
The results of the 1961 corn tests are available from our office 
on most of the commercial seed corns. Soybean varieties recom­ 
mended include the popular Harosoy and Hawkeye varieties. 
Other good yielding varieties are Chippewa and Lindarin. 
The use of chemicals and fertilizers for the different crops 
must be planned soon. The control of soil insects on corn has 
paid for the use of the material in 9 out of IO fields in the past 
few years. This is based on research under farm conditions. 
The cora planter with all of the attachments is a far 
cry from the first planter I remember. Today in addition to 
planting the cora, farmers can fertilize, apply a soil insecti­ 
cide, and apply a weed control chemical all at the same 
time. Aldrin and Heptachlor are recommended for this use. 
Pre-emergence weed control methods for corn rests with 
Atrazine and Randox. Soybean pre-emergence chemicals that we 
recommended for this area are Amiben (cleared by the U.S.D.A. 
for this year) §nd Randox. 
Farmers may wish to study some of the following circulars 
from the University this spring before planting. Chemical Weed 
Control, Underground Corn Insects, Corn Planter Calibration for 
Higher Yields, Calibration and Adjusting Granular Applicators, 
1961 Performance of Commercial Corn Hybrids and Calibrating 
and Maintaining Spray Equipment.
